CHARTERED AQOUNTANTS 

New Delhi, the 1st June 1949 . 
No . 10 - A ( 2 ) / 49 . - - In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to sub . 
section ( 1 ) of section 10 of the Chartered Accountants Acts , 1940 , (XXXVIII 
of 1940 ) , the Central Governmont is pleased to make the following Regulations 
for the first election to the Council under clause (a ) of sub -section ( 2) of 
section 0 of the said Act, namely : 

1. Short title . These regulationis túy be called the Council (First Elec 
tion ) Regulations, 1849. 

2 . Rogional Constituencies and number of porsons to be ulectod from cach 
Constituenoy . There shall be five Regional Constituencies for election to 
the Council ag specified below , and the number of persons to be elected from 
each such Constituency is shown in column 2 against the said Constituenoy , 
namely :

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3 . Publication of Electoral Holl and the List. - Tho Central Government 
shall publish 


( 1) (a ) an electoral roll of voters for each Regional Constituency ; and 

(1 ) # list of persons eligible for election to the Council from each Regional 
Constituency (hereafter referred to as the list ) . . 


Explanation . - - / or the purposes of clause (b ) , any person , who is # legis 
tered accountant and who has been in continuous practice in India for at 
least live years or who would complete the said period of tive years on or 
before the 1st day of July , 1940 , muy make an application to the Central 
Government on or before the 1st July 1949 for having his name entered in 
the list. Suoh applications shall be accompanied by a chalan showing deposit of 
Rs. 200 under the head XXXVI-Miscellaneous - Miso . Departments - Regis 
tration of Accountanya ." On such applications being granted , the names 
of the applicants shall be entered in the list . 


(2 ) The electoral roll und the list published under sub - paragraph ( 1 ) shall 
be final and shall not be questioned by any person , authority or court. 


4 . Qualifications for voters .- - A person shull not be entitled to vote at 
any election from # Regional Constituency unless his name is included in the 
electoral roll of the said Constituency . 


8 . Qualifications for blootion . - A person shall not be eligible for election 
to the Council from 1 Regional Constituency unloss his naine is included in 
the list of the said Constituency . 


6 . Date of eleotion . The election shall be held on the 12th day of August 
1949 at 11 A . M , in the Ministry of Commerce , Government of India , Central 
Secretarjut, New Delhi. 


7. Nomination of candidates - 

(1) The Central Government will call for nomination papers of candidates 
for election on the 1st duy of July 1949 ; 


(2 ) Every nomination of the candidate shall be in Form " A " duly signed by 
the candidato and by the proposer and seconder both of whom shall be persons 
whose names are included in the electoral roll of the Constituency from whialı 
the election is to be held , und shall be sent by registered post to Mr. K . 
Srinivagun , M . A ., Under Secrotury , Guvernuent of India , Ministry of Oom 
merce , New Delhi, Bo us to reach him before 6 P . M . on the 14th July , 1949 . 


8 . feu8. - livery candidate for election shall pay a fee of Rs . 200, to be 
deposited under the head “ XXXVI-Miscellaneous -- Miso. Dept. - Registre 
tion of Accountants ” and the chalan showing the deposit shall be submitted 
along with the nomination papers . 


9 . Withdrawal of Cnndidaturs .--- Any candidate may withdraw his candi 
daturo by notice in writing signed by him and delivered to the said Mr. K . 
Srinivasan before 8 . M . on the 17th July 1949, No person who has thus 
withdrüwu his candidature shall be allowed to cancel his withdrawal. The 
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withdrawal of oundidature shall bo intimated by the Secretary to the Govern 
ment of India , Ministry of Commerce (herciniſter reforred to as the “ Secre 
tary ), to tho other candidates standing for election from the said Constituency . 
Any candidato who withdraws his candidature under this rule shall be entitled , 
on an application made by him in this behalf, to the refund of half the amount 
of fee - depositod by him under Regulation) 8 . 


10 . Procedure for election 

( 1) By the 25th July 19419 the Central Government shall send by registered 
post to the address of cvery vcter ili the Constituency , voting paper together 
with nocessary instructions as to how to fill in the voting paper and specifying 
the date and hour by which it shall reach tbe Central Government ; . 


( 2 ) T ho voting paper shall bear the seal of the Central Government and 
shall contain a list of candidates for election from the Constituency . 


(8 ) Tach voter shall have one vote only. 


A voter in giving his vote 


(a ) must place on his voting paper the figuro 1 in the square opposito 

the name of the candidato for whom he votes ; 


(b ) may , in addition , place on his voting paper the figure 2 of the 

figures 2 and 3 , or 2 , 3 , and 4 and so on , in the squares opposite 
the names of other candidates in the order of his preference . 


11 . Invalid voting papers. - - A voting paper shall be invalid 


(a ) upon which a voter signs his namo or writes any word , or makes 

Any mark by which it becomca recognizable , or

(b ) which does not bear tha seal of the Central Government, or 
(c ) on which the figure 1 is not marked , or 
(d ) on whicb the figure 1 is set opposite the name of more than one 

candidate , or 


. ( e ) on which the figure 1 and some other figures are set opposite the 

name of the same candidate, or 


(f) which is unmarked or void of uncertainty . 


12 . Counting of votes . - (1 ) The voting papers shall be examined by the 
Secretary and after rejecting any invalid voting papers, ho shall divide the 
remaining papers into parcels according to the first preferonces recorded for 
each candidate . He shall then count the number of papers in each parcel.

( 2 ) In carrying out the regulations 
shall , 


(a ) disregard all fractiona , 


(b ) ignore all preferences recorded for candidates Allendy clected or ex 

cluded from the poll. 
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(8 ) For the purpose of fncilitnting the processes prescribed by the regula . 
tions hereinnſter contained , each validł puper shall be deemed to be of the value 
of one bundred . 


( 4 ) The Seoretary bhall acil together the values of the papers in all the 
parcels and divide the total by u number exceeding by one the number of 
Vacancies to be filled and the result increased by one shall be the number 
sufficient to secure the return of a candidute ( hereinafter called the quota ). 


(6 ) If at any time a number of candidates equal to the number of persons 
to be elected hoe obtained the quotn , such candidates shall be trented AS 
elected , and no further steps shall be taken . 


(6) (i) Any candidate the vulue of whose parcel , on the first preferences 
being counted , is equal to or greater than the quota , shall be declared elected . 

(ii) If the value of the papers in any such parcel is equal to the quota the 
papers shall be set aside ag finally dealt with . 


( iii) If the value of the papers in any such parcel is greater than the quota , 
the surplus shall be transferred to the continuing candidates indicated on the 
voting papers A6 next in the order of the voters preference , in the muner 
prescribed in the following paras. 


( 7 ) (1 ) If and whenever as the result of any operation prescribed by these 
regulations a candidate has a surplus , that surplus shall be transferred in ac 
cordance with the provisions of this regulation . 


(il) If inore than one candidate has a surplus , the largest surplus shall be 
dealt with first and the others in oriler of magnitude : provided that every 
surplus arising on the Arst counting of votes shall be dealt with before those 
Ariping on the second count, and so on . 


( iii) Where two or more surpluses are equal, the Secretary shall decide , at 
hereinafter provided , which shall first be lealt with . 

( iv ) (a ) It the surplus of any candidate to be transferred arises from origi 
nal votes only , the Secretary shall examine all the papers in the porcel belong 
ing to the candidate whose surplus is to be transferred , ond divide the unex 
hausted papers into sub -parcele according to the next preferences recorder 
thereon . He shall also make a geparate sub - parcel of the exhausted papers , 


( b ) He shall ascertain the value of the papers in ench sub -parcel and of 
all the unexhausted papers . 


(c ) If the value of the unexhausted papers is equal to or less than the 
surplus , 23 shall transfer all tho iinexhausted papers at the value at which they 
were received by the candidate whose surplus is being transferred . 


( a ) If the value of the unexhausted papers is greater than the purplug , he 
sball transfer the sub - parcel of unexhausted papers , and the value at which 
each paper shall be transferred , sholl be nocertained by dividing the surplus 
by the total number of unexhausted papers . 


(v ) If the surplus of any candidate to .he transferred arises from transferred 
as well as criginal votes , the Secretary shull re - examine all the papers in the 
pub - parcel last transferred to the candidute , and divide the unexhausted 
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pripers into sub parcels according to tbe next preferences recorded thoreoil, 
He shal} bereupon deal with the sub -parcels in the same manner as is provid . 
cd in the use of the sub -parcels referred to in clause ( iv ). 


( vi) The papers transferred to each candidate shall be added in the form 
of a sub - parcel to the papers already helonging to such candidate . 


( vii ) All papers in the parcel or Aub -parcel of an elected candidate not 
transferred nder this regulation shall be set aside as finally dealt with , 


(8 ) (i) If after all surpluses have been transferred , as hereinbefare directed , 
less than the number of candidates required has been eleoted , the Secretary 
shall exclude from the poll the candidate lowest on the poll and shall distri 
buto his unexhausted papers among the continuing candidatos According to the 
next preferences recorded thereou . Any exhausted papers shall be get asldo 
No finally dealt with , 


(ii) The papers containing original votes of an excluded candidato shell 
first be transferred , the transfer value of each paper being one hundred . 


( 111 ) The pupars containing transferred votes of an exoluded candidate shall 
then be transforred in the order of the transfers in which and at the value of 
which ho obtained them . 


(iv ) Ench of such transfers shall be deemed to be a separate transfer. 

(v ) The process directed by this regulation shall be repented on the 
· successive exclusions one after another of the candidates lowest on the poll 

until the last vacancy is filled either by the election of a candidate with the 
quota or as hereinafter provided . 


(9 ) If as the result of a trurisfer of papers under these regulations the valuo 
of the votes obtained by a candidate iş equal to or greater than tho quot the 
transfer then proceeding shall be completed , but no further papers shall be 
troaferred to him . 


( 10 ) (i) If after the completio i of any transfer under these regulations the 
value of the votes of any candidate shall be equal to or greater than the quota , 
he shall be declared elected . 


(li ) Tf the value of the votes of any such candidate shall be equal to the 
quota , the whole of the papers on which such votes are recorded shall be set 
aside ag tinally dealt with . 


(iii ) If the value of the voter of any such candidate shall be greater than the 
quota , his surplus shall thereupon be distributed in the manner hereinbefore 
provided , before the exclusion of any other candidate . 


( 11) (i) When the number of the continuing candidates is reduced to the 
number of vacancies remaining unfilled , the continuing candidates shall be 
declared elected . 


(ii ) When only one vacancy remains unfilled and the value of the votes of 
some ono continuing candidate exceeds the total value of all the votes of the 
otlier continuing candidates , together with any surplus pot transferred , that 
candidate shall be declared clected . . 
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( iii ) When only one vacancy romains unfilled and there are only two can 
tinuing candidates , and those two candidates have each the same value of 
votes and no surplus remains capable of transfer , one candidate shall be declar 
ed excluded under the next suoceeding regulation and the other declared elected . 


( 12 ) If , when there is more than one surplus to distribute two or more 
surplusos are equal, or if at any time it becomes necessary to exclude a candi 
date and two or more candidatas have the same value of votes and are lowest 
on the poll , rogard shall be had to the original votos of each oandidate , and 
the candidate for whom fewest original votes are recorded shall have his sur 
plus first distributed , or shall be first excluded , as the case may be . If the 
values of their original votes are equal, the Secretary shall decide by . lot which 
candidate shall have his surplus distributed or be excluded . . 


(18 ) Appointment of sorutineat8.--- The Secretary may appoint two persong 
who are not the oandidates for election to act as Borutineers of the voting papers 
and to assist hini generally in counting the votes . 


( 14 ) Presence of candidates or their Representatäver at the time of counting 
of voted. Any candidate standing for election shall be entitled to be present 
in person or to appoint a member of the Institute As a representative to be 
prraent on his behalf at the time of the counting of votes . 


( 16 ) Namos to be published in the official Gasotto. — The names of all can 
didates declared elected shall be notified by the Secretary in the official Gnzette , 


( 16 ) Saving .-- No election shall be deemed to be invalid merely because 
of the accidental omission to gend , or delay in sending , a voting paper to a 
voter or the accidental non -receipt of, or delay in receiving a voting paper by 
2 voter , or any other accidentul frregularity or informality in the conduct of 
the election .
